EDC suggests parking between Montecito and Baldwin 
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The Economic Develoment Committee plans, 
drawn by Don Murphy, architect, include a parking 
lot that would extend from Montecito, behind the 
businesses on the east side of Baldwin Ave., past The 
Keepsake gift shop. 

According to Murphy, the plan would 
“enhance parking by making a better collective use 
of the rear areas servicing the properties on North 
Baldwin, east side between Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Montecito.” 

Murphy said that another goal is “to develop a 
cooperative cross parking agreement between the 
Masonic Lodge (facing south on East Sierra Madre 
Blvd.) and the adjacent private parking to the ad¬ 
vantage of both..., to source city participating in 
landscaping and some of the costs... to create a 
through access between Montecito and Sierra Madre 
Blvd., accomplishing a mid-block drive access on 
Baldwin, and to increase the commercial frontage on 
Baldwin, following the use of the 
Baldwin/Montecito corridor.” 

The plan, if adopted by the City Council, would 
ask for removal of the building at the present loca- 
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tion of Bill’s Village Auto Clinic and rebuild a 
34(X)-sq. ft. structure directly on the corner of 
Montecito and Baldwin. The office area behind 
Restaurant Lozano would also be razed and rebuilt 
on Baldwin in the form of a 1200-sq. ft. building. 
All inclusive, Murphy has expanded the area in-

to 51 parking spaces with accompanying landscap- 
ing. 

The committee suggests a city/owner tinancial 
partnership as was accomplished in the Mariposa 
Parking l.ot on the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd., 
between Baldwin and Hermosa. 
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Five cities investigate trash removal agreement 
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Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Duarte, Monrovia and 
Temple City have discussed the possibility of enter¬ 
ing into a joint powers agreement for a refuse haul¬ 
ing which would serve almost 150,000 residents com¬ 
bined in those towns. Joining efforts with these con¬ 
tiguous cities could give them all a better price and 
service level. 

The cities will seek bids by Western Waste In¬ 
dustries and Waste Management, Inc. 

The Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday evening 
authorized local administration to pursue the 
possibility of this venture. 


City Councilman Gary Adams cautioned staff 
to be “constantly aware of clearing landfills” to 
identify hazardous waste so that we will not get 
caught up in being sued later by the landfill location 
owners for pollution as we were sued earlier this 
year. Residents in each Sierra Madre home are pay¬ 
ing $3.19 for each pay period for three years to com¬ 
plete the settlement payment on a recent lawsuit. 

Sierra Madre will not make use of a consultant 
lO determine the need for this plan. 

The budget was in the news Tuesday evening 
and City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 


we stand to lose $210,000 with a return of $65,(XH) 
from the state transportation funds. That is an 11 
percent loss, said Sean Joyce, assistant city ad¬ 
Mayor Clem Bartolai asked for a “definitive list 
of where cuts can be made (in our local budget). 

He said, “We will not adopt a budget based on 
proposed cuts for later. We will adopt a balanced 
budget as much as it hurts.” 

A budget will be adopted July 13.

Tvree retires after 15 years on Planning Commission

Ross Tyree, a native Sierra Madrean who has 
been on the Planning Commission for 15 years, step¬ 
ped down Thursday evening. And he went out with a 
bang. The city saw to that with a reception following 
the meeting. 

Tyree was appointed to the commission late in 
1978 by then-Mayor Tom Edwards, about six mon¬ 
ths after the commissioner had retired from 
Lockheed that January after having been employed 
for 40 years. 

“I’ve served under nine or 10 different mayors 
with some of them running for two terms. And in 
that time 1 have only missed one meeting when 1

went on vacation with my daughter,” Tyree 
remembered. 

He even managed not to miss a meeting after his 
heart attack two years ago. “1 had the heart attack 
between meetings. 1 was in Methodist Hospital for 
nine days and it just so happened that 1 was able to 
go to the next commission meeting,” Tyree said. 

Tyree has been chairman two times during his 
tenure as a Planning Commissioner. “That’s a 
tough job,” he noted, then added, “Planning Com¬ 
missioners carry as much weight or more as the City 
Council. Those decisions are very important. 

Tyree is a walking oral history lesson, having 
been born here and having lived here all of his life. 
“We first lived upstairs in Hotel Shirley,” he waved 
in the direction of Keepsake Gift Shop on the east 
side of Baldwin just up from Sierra Madre Blvd. 
“Then we moved to South Hermosa where 1 grew up 
with my grandparents. When they died, we subdivid¬ 
ed the property and built several homes on that 

land.” . 1 j 

During the years of his tenure, he has evoked 

chuckles from other commissioners and from the aud¬ 
ience when he would begin reciting history of who 
lived where and when. When someone would step to 
the microphone and ask for a variance for a certain 
site, Tyree would say, “Oh, you live in the old 
home,” and would describe who had built 
the home and when, and who had lived there. 

Tyree has a daughter, Sharon, living in Sierra 


Madre, and a son, Ross, living in Encinitas. 

What will he do with this time? “I’m going to 
join the Vintage Volunteers in their monthly bus 
trips. Then I’m going to get in my car and drive 
around this area.” 

Tyree was forced to step down by the ordinance 
that was adopted within the last two years that limits 
positions to two terms. 

Will he come back for another round on the 
Planning Commission? “We’ll wait and see what 
happens.” 

Last Thursday evening George Salisbury was 
chosen chairman of Planning Commission to replace 
Whilma Holcombe who served a year as chairper¬ 
son. . 

Chairwoman Whilma Holcombe stated at the 
Commission meeting that the group was .saying 
“adieu” to Commissioner Tyree who has been a 
member of the Planning Commission for 14'years. 
She stated that as a volunteer in the community, 
Ross had put so much time and so much energy into 
the Planning Commission. She felt he had taken it 
seriously and she bet that Ross had never missed 
looking at one piece of property. She stated that he 
made tough situations go a whole lot smoother with 
his humor and sometimes just the opposite but she 
felt that the commission had enjoyed working vvith 
him and she personally felt sorry that he was leaving. 
She stated the commission would miss him a lot. She

Radio in the 1930s 

Continued from last week

On April 15, 1912, the great steamship. 
Titanic, went down in the icy waters of the 
North Atlantic. It was ironic that it should take 
a terrible disaster to illustrate what the wonder¬ 
ful invention of wireless telegraphy meant to 
the world. Marconi’s gift to mankind did not 
save the doomed liner, but the broadcasts of the 
tragedy marked the beginning of a whole new 
means of communication. 

It didn’t take long to master the problem 
of sending the human voice through the air, 
even over long distances. The first radio sets 
were primitive affairs of quartz crystals, wires 
and headsets. The sports world very quickly 
caught on the the new medium. The first radio 
broadcast I ever heard was a prizefight. It 
didn’t take long for the politicians to make ex¬ 
tensive use of radio. Now millions of pro¬ 
spective voters could be contacted on a personal 
basis. The 1928 presidential campaign was a 
notable example. It was enlivened by Al Smith, 
who insisted on calling it “raddio.” In 1932 it 
was used even more, and President Roosevelt 
with his fireside chats reached the greatest aud¬ 
ience up to that time. 

It was a strange coincidence that events of 
the most tumultuous times in the history of 
man should be recorded by the first agency 
capable of reaching so many people. The 
United States had its share of disasters, first the 
stock market crash, the dust bowl drought and 
the ensuing depression. In other parts of the 
world it was war and famine. We had no televi¬ 
sion, thankfully, to carry in living color the 
horrors that were the daily fare of so many. 


Mussolini, the jut-jawed, baggy-trousered 
dictator of Italy, first terrorized his own people 
and then wreaked death and destruction on 
Ethiopia. Helpless villages were bombed to ex¬ 
tinction, and Mussolini’s son described the ex¬ 
plosions as “like the unfolding of a beautiful 
rose.” 

China was suffering from a tragic famine 
and the Japanese warlords added to the misery 
with invasion and mass killings. Then came the 
Spanish Civil War, a dreadful episode where 
the Fascists and Communists sharpened their 
techniques for the coming main event. It also 
created a new dictator. Franco. 

All of this was duly reported, but not even 
citizens of this country took the heed they 
should have. They were too busy with the 
depression and the jolting upheaval called the 
New Deal. In the meantime, inexplicably, a 
sometime housepainter by the name of Adolf 
Hitler had seized power in Germany and was 
feverishly building his war machine. Winston 
Churchill sounded the alarm many times, but 
even his own people virtually ignored him. A 
new generation had grown up since the first 
World War. 

Great disasters are a hallmark of history, 
but only now did the airwaves crackle with 
disturbing news to so many people in so many 
places. I was just 17 years old when the first war 
ended and it seemed the years had flown by un¬ 
noticed and with startling speed. So many 
things had happened already in my lifetime, 
things that would change the world forever.

This isn’t a travel column, but there were 
some high points of our trip that deserve com¬ 
ment. Utah, as you know, has more national 
parks than any other state. Zion, Bryce, 
Capitol Reef, Canyonlands and Arches. Hav¬ 
ing seen all these wonders a year ago, Kim and I 
have resorted to traveling on Utah’s backroads. 
As I said in an article 1 wrote about these side 
trips...“To say one has seen Utah because he 
has visited its national parks is to stand before 
the museum without entering.” 

Our recent trip proved this. You won’t 
find such places as the “Wedge” or “Buckhorn 
Draw” listed on any AAA maps.They are on 
Utah BLM maps. To get to the Wedge involves 
driving on a dirt road for about twenty-five 
miles. But once there, it is as spectacular as the 
Grand Canyon. The San Raphael River wends 
its way through tortured, deep gorges, and your 
view of this masterpiece changes as you careful¬ 
ly make your way along a bumpy eighteen-mile 
rim drive. 

This trip to the Wedge was significant for 
another reason. Anyone who has been to the 
Grand Canyon recently must feel the push of 
people around them. The place looks like the 
Broadway parking lot on sale day. We spent 


about three hours at the Wedge and we were the 
only people there! It makes one think. 

I asked a Utah state employee about the 
future of the area around the wedge...you 
know, if it was being considered suitable for na¬ 
tional park or monument designation. He sur¬ 
prised me. He said it wasn’t at all likely. There 
are so many magnificent hunks of landscape in 
the state that much of it is taken for granted. 
With five national parks and other monuments 
in Utah, it’s unlikely there will be more. So the 
state must protect and maintain the rentaining 
beauty spots. They seem to be doing quite nice¬ 
ly- 

The Buckhorn Draw area is a 30- to 
40-mile drive on a dirt road that makes you 
think you are on a continual rolling set from 
“Bonanza.” In fact, Kim kept humming the 
tune. The bottom line on this little travelog of 
mine is that there is more to see if you get off 
the beaten path and get your wheels a little dus¬ 
ty-

Public hearing 
for assessing 
utility tax July 6 

Sierra Madre City Council at last week’s meeting 
announced a public hearing on Tuesday, July 6, 
6:30 p.m., at which time they will discuss and hold 
a public hearing concerning an ordinance as a vehicle 
for assessing a utility users’ tax in Sierra Madre. 

A subsequent ordinance, concerning the amount 
of the tax, will be adopted after community input, 
with the probable amount to be 6 percent. If 
that is the percentage implemented, the city could 
raise $601,838 per year in a probable three-year period, 
with this tax. 

The council holds the right to keep the tax at 
6 percent or lower it within that three-year period.

The Third Annual Brush Fire Awareness 
Night will be held on Wednesday, June 30, at 7 
p.m. at the Sierra Madre Fire Station.

play in 1993: San Francisco or Florida? Feins- 
tein fills us in on all the behind-the-scenes 
details in a delightful and captivating narrative. 

Feinstein is a fine sportswriter, one of the 
more intelligent voices on ESPN’s “The Sports 
Reporters.” He displays great knowledge of the 
ins and outs of professional baseball, and he 
proves he can get the story behind the standard 
press release. Not only does he bring us closer 
to players, coaches and managers, he also pro¬ 
vides informative glimpses into the lives of 
owners, general managers, announcers, the 
(ex-) commissioner and even the Phillie 
Phanatic. Anyone who followed baseball last 
season will thoroughly enjoy this book. 

HOWEVER... 

Feinstein sometimes falls into a weird type 
of free-association, stream-of-consciousness 
writing in a few chapters, forcing the reader to 
flip back to the beginning of the chapter to 
remember what it was supposed to be about, 
which explains why a chapter entitled 
“Weekend in Chicago,” about the Cubs and 
White Sox, ends with New York Yankee Don 
Mattingly. He also begins and ends “Play Ball” 
with a little litany on the negatives of the game, 
which would have been, and should have been, 
better addressed throughout the book (as he did 
in “The commish,” about Fay Vincent’s 
ouster). As it stands, his dirty laundry list seems 
tacked on to justify the “Troubled Times” of 
the title.

challenged Councilman George Maurer about 
whether or not the City Council is “exempt” concer¬ 
ning city meeting notices that were stapled on trees 
and utility poles recently. Brown wrote a letter to the 
editor in last week’s News, explaining that she had 
asked Maurer why whose notices were allowed to be 
attached to trees and poles when citizens were not 
allowed the same privilege. 

According to Brown, Maurer said, “City Coun¬ 
cil is exempt from the law.” 

Also published in last week’s paper is a piece 
by Lorayne Russman, chair of the Arbor Day 
Association, who said she had inumtfrable calls con¬ 
cerning the problem. She talked with Sean Joyce 
who apologized and agreed that the city had made a 
mistake and that the signs would be removed. 

Russman, at Tuesday evening’s meeting, 
brought three signs that were still attached to city 
trees, and explained that the signs had not been 
removed until she removed them. 

Mayor Bartolai announced emphatically, “The 
City Council is not exempt from any laws of the 
city.” 

Brown answered, “Then I think you’d better 
have a closed meeting with the City Council.” 

The News has written articles and editorials 
repeatedly, quoting the ordinance that disallows 
signs to be placed on utility poles and trees. 

Bill Calagna who lives on Windwood Lane ask¬ 
ed if neighbors in that area could buy back the pro¬ 
perty that is assigned an easement. “We’d like the 
property back and we will extend walls and main¬ 
tain the area.” 

Mayor Bartolai countered, “Without a 
maintenance district that obligates upkeep, there’s 
no sureness that it will be kept up.” 

Calagna said, “It is an eyesore right now. Let 
the homeowners do something with the land...Can 
we buy the property?” 

McRea answered, “Yes.”

My bird sits on 
my shoulder while I cook dinner at night.

Toxic fumes are produced 
by excessive heat applied to cooking utensils 
coated with polytetrafluoroethylene (Teflon).

Percell has been in jail since 1988 in the East 
when he turned himself in in Vermont. He was ex¬ 
tradited to California the next year in April and has 
served without bail ever since.

Some have been discou¬ 
raged by rising rents in 
the area and some have 
shown a lamentable lack 
of knowledge of the 
strict safety codes regard- 
theaters and have run 
afoul of the fire depart¬ 
ment.

The Knightsbridge 
Theater Company oper¬ 
ates in the basement of 
the Braley Building, 35 
S. Raymond, just off 
Colorado Street. The 
Braley has a picturesque 
entrance off the pedes¬ 
trian walk and a fine, 
elegant 1906 central 
court, with parking in a 
structure next door. The 


large basement, unused 
for years, has been con¬ 
verted by Knightsbridge 
into a compact small 
theater with extensive 
support areas: shop, 
greenroom, dressing 
rooms and rehearsal 
space. Wisely they have 
chosen to start with clas¬ 
sics and simplicity. Pro¬ 
duction values, it is hop¬ 
ed, will come later. A 
varied repertory started 
June 19 and will contin¬ 
ue for awhile. 

First production up is 
Neil Simon’s tribute to 
Anton Chekov, the pro¬ 
lific Russian writer, 
“The Good Doctor.” It 
consists of the musings 
of a driven writer, Chekov 
himself, as we see sev¬ 
eral of his short stories 
enacted. Chekov, like 
Simon, sees the human 
animal as basically ab¬ 
surd, and situations which 
might distress the em- 
pathetic are presented by 
him as proof of the es¬ 
sential laughability of

life. A groveling civil 
servant is driven to hys¬ 
teria by having acciden¬ 
tally sneezed on a sup¬ 
erior. A bank official is 
hopelessly bedeviled by 
cal peasant woman. A 
young governess is 
browbeaten by her 
employer. A man earns a 
living by pretending to 
drown. These may not 
strike you as comic cir¬ 
cumstances. But, says 
Chekov, look at it from 
my ironic, detached 
viewpoint — and if you 
still don’t like it, change 
the ending yourself. It’s 
only a story. 

Larry Davison, Eric 
Marx, Eden Bodnar, 


Jeanne Taylor, Ron Wil¬ 
liams, Susanne Olsen 
and David Paul Needles 
create 26 distinctive char¬ 
acters, and director Jos¬ 
eph Statura has sensibly 
turned some of them into 
the cartoons that Chekov 
sees, when, played too 
realistically, the episodes 
might be more painful 
than funny. It’s a skill¬ 
ful job and his actors 
perform them well, 
switching from farce to 
sensitivity with ease. 

Their second produc¬ 
tion is Shakespeare’s 
“As You like It,” some¬ 
what rearranged, mini¬ 
mally set, miscellaneous¬ 
ly costumed, and depend¬ 


ing on the skills of the 
actors to capture the 
magic of one of old 
Will’s most popular 
comedies. Barbara Nay¬ 
lor makes a glowing Ro¬ 
salind and she and Patty 
Medina as her friend and 
cousin, Celia, play to¬ 
gether with sparkle. Jo¬ 
seph Foss is a delightful 
Touchstone, getting full 
value from his funny lines 
and romping gaily 
through his dated ones. 
Howard Scott is a fine 
figure of an Orlando, 
even if his enunciation 
is not quite up to his 
lines, and Adam Menken 
recites Jaques’ famous 
speeches thoughtfully.
